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LIBRARIAN MAKES ANNUAL 


REPORT—EXCELLENT GROWTH 





Following is the annual report of 
the Upland Public Library for the 
year ending June 30th, 1920: 

To the Honorable Board of Trus- 
frees of the City of Upland: 
“It ig customary for the remarks to 
follow ‘a report, I believe, put as I 
have a few comparisons to make rela- 
tive to the past year’s work and the 
preceding, I will make my remarks 
first, trusting they will get by, al- 
though the report may be tabled. 


-—~ ‘Phe library has made a marvelous 


growth, having an increase of 52 per 
cent inthe circulation over that of 
1918-19. This averages 9 books per 
capita according to the last census 
for Upland, which was 2920, I believe. 
Our total circulation was 28735, a 
net gain of 13,299. This can be part- 
ly laid to the fact that Upland has 
had more people in town, and that 
adjustments have been made since 
the war ended, and people are back 
to norma], and have time to read. 

We have accessioned 843 books this 
year, 342 more than last, spending 
orniy $75 more than the former year. 
You will please note that 310 books 
were gifts from friends of the li- 
brary Our binding bill was $30.00 
more this year-and we rebound two 
books less than the former year. We 
spent less on magazine subscriptions 
this year, and more on printing, sup- 
plies, convention, furniture, as well 
as heat and light. 

We have had $300 more appropria- 
tion this year than last, a total of 
$2000, as you know. Besides this, the 
County Free Library pays $35 to- 
wards the custodian of the branch’s 
salary. Our salary fund was $570 
more the past year for librarian serv- 
ice and $45 more for janitor. How- 
ever, as we had an assistant libra- 
rian for four hours a day, it was 
worth it. 

We have bought, or had made, a 
desk for the librarian’s office, a type- 
‘qwriter for the same, three book

Drastic Report Made 

Dr. Houghton presented the find- 
ings of a committee appointed by 
Los Angeles Post No. 8 to investigate 
conditions at the Arrowhead hospital. 
Summarized, his criticisms were: 

1. That the patients are not get- 
ting proper medical attention. 

2. That there are 116 officers and 
employees to take care of 94 patients. 

3. That for three months an ele- |

4. That officers have as many as| 
four rooms each, while several pa- 
tients are crowded into a single room.

ed. Those favoring the dance asked 
for reasonable regulation and much 
discussion followed, the final result 
being that the city council trimmed 
the proposed ordinance, to make it 
of some value in regulating dancing 
and placed the age limit at 21 as 
well as increasing the license fee. 

As the weeks rolled on it develop- 
ed that Upland’s young people were 
not attending the local dances and 
rather than obtain permits from their 
parents or guardians, as per the new 
ordinance, they were attending 
dances in neighboring towns where 
dance regulations were unheard of, 
the result being that the problem 
the city council was endeavoring to 
regulate—the prompt return of the 
young people to their homes follow 
ing the dance—was growing gradually 
worse, for in some cases the danec- 
ers arrived at home in the gray 
dawn of the morning after. 

This problem was presented to the 
city council and realizing the se- 
riousness of it Councilmen Francisco, 
Springer and Whitney were of the 
opinion that it was very evident that 
Upland’s young people were going 
to dance, and rather than have them 
dancing in surrounding towns with- 
out regulations of any sort, it was 
far better that they should dance 
here under the supervision of Mr. 
Sikes whose conduct of the dance 
was not criticised or objected to by 
the original committee that wanted 
the public dance eliminated. 

With Councilmen Francisco, Whit- 
ney and Springer voting “yes” and 
Councilman Buffington voting ‘no,” 
the ordinance was amended, reduc- 
ing the age limit from 21 years to 18 
years and making the license fee 
the same as for a moving picture 
show, $50 a year. 

Throughout all of this discussion 
C. M. Sikes, who has reared one 
of the city’s most estimable families, 
who has been a citizen of Upland 
since its formation, and a member 
of the former firm of Sikes-Manker 
Company, which stood high in busi-

Sloss, and of 
Justice W. A. Sloane of San! Diego, 
and Judge John M. York of the su- 
perior court of Los Angeles county, 
the latter two being contestants for 
the unexpired term of the late Jus- 
tice Henry A. Melvin. This vacancy 
was filled recently by the ad interim 
appointment by Governor W. D. Ste- 
phens. Justice Sloane previously was 
a member of the second district court 
of appeals, division No. 2. 

There are contests for two associ- 
ate justiceships in division No. 2 of 
both the first and second appellate 
court districts. In division No, 2 of 
the first appellate district, Justice 
Frank S. Brittain and John T. Nourse 
are candidates to succeed themselves, 
and opposing them for one of the 
places on the bench is Judge Geerge 
A Sturtevant of thg superior court 
of San Francisco county.

inating presidential electors.
